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Recently  we  attended  the  premier  of  the  motion 
picture  “F.  H.  S.  Class  of  1953.”  As  we  recount  for 
your  benefit  the  scenes  of  this  extraordinary  production, 
we  desire  that  you  keep  in  mind  that  twenty  years  have 
elapsed  since  fate  took  a  hand  in  dispersing  nearly  one 
hundred  and  twenty  seniors  after  they  had  received 
high  school  diplomas. 

With  your  permission  we  retell  the  story  of  the  film. 
The  lights  dim  as  the  music  swells  to  its  fullest  volume 
then  falls  to  a  clear  tremor.  By  way  of  explanation,  the 
Narrator  tells  his  audience  of  the  uniqueness  of  this 
particular  cinema.  For  the  first  time  in  its  history,

adults. 

Needless  to  say,  the  co-stars  are  all  former  class 
members  who  have  sharpened  their  acting  talent  under 
the  careful  coaching  of  a  professional  of  the  art,  Laura 
Jean  Huggins.  This  picture  is  under  the  direction  of 
Lee  Poindexter,  Jr.,  assisted  by  Joyce  Baldwin  and 
Annie  Ruth  Deafl-  The  music  is  composed  and  directed 
by  Bryan  Hurst  and  Ann  Hays,  who  have  lent  their 
professional  services.  It  is  to  be  asserted  that  names 
of  girls  are  former  names,  used  for  the  sake  of  easy 
remembrance  on  the  part  of  the  audience. 

As  one’s  thoughts  naturally  go  back  to  classroom 
days,  so  does  the  first  scene.  This  one  class  boasts  of 
a  satisfactory  number  of  teachers  in  both  high  school 
and  elementary  grades. 

Willene  Moses  patiently  explains  to  first  graders  that 
2  plus  3  does  not  “equal  6,  while  Myra  Crawford  just 
as  patiently  explains  that  x  plus  y  equals  z  to  an  ap¬ 
parently  intelligent  high  school  class.  Our  film  also 
looks  in  on  Joan  Brendle,  Carlien  Childers,  Mary  Gar¬ 
ner,  Thelma  Ledford,  and  Cora  Ann  Queen,  teachers 
of  various  grades  in  various  schools. 

Not  to  be  left  out  of  the  teaching  profession  scene 
is  Jean  Duvall,  who  shoots  a  few  sample  basketball 
goals  as  she  explains  physical  education.  Nancy  Ramsey 
holds  an  honorary  position  as  a  teacher  supervisor. 

If  we  carry  our  search  for  teachers  into  institutions  of 
higher  learning,  we  encounter  Mildred  Gregory— a  mil¬ 
lion  pardons!  We  mean  Professor  Gregory.  Nor  would 
the  university  picture  be'  complete  without  Jack  Love’s 
capabilities.  He  explains  to  us  the  enlightening  theory 
of  nuclear  fission.  Another  well-known  figure  in  college 
organizations  is  Willa  Mae  Cabe,  a  librarian.  She  ac¬ 
counts  for  her  choosing  this  work  by  having  taken  the 
high  school  course  of  study,  Library  Science. 

The  setting  for  the  next  scene  is  a  massive  football 
stadium.  Bryan  Hurst’s  band  strikes  up  a  lively  tune 
as  Pro  Carroll  Keener  intercepts  a  blown  kiss  from  some 
blue-eyed  blond  high  in  the  stadium.  Word  has  got 
around  that  she  is  the  former  Shirley  Dean. 

We  hear  pleasant  words  about  “Good  Ole  Oursides” 
players  whose  familiar  names,  John  Henry,  George 
Brown,  and  Sammy  Henderson,  ring  memory  bells. 

If  you  should  get  hungry,  popcorn  perfected  ex¬ 
clusively  by  Wayne  Wiggins  can  be  bought.  This  pop¬ 
corn  is  a  thirst  quencher  and  has  made  something  over 
a  million  dollars  for  Mr.  Wiggins.  The  proceeds  of  the 


popcorn  go  to  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  School  Children  by  Teachers,  of  which  Mr.  R.  L. 
Cabe  is  a  dynamic  advocate. 

While  our  thoughts  dwell  on  the  lucrative  subject, 
Mr.  Max  Phillips  is  not  to  be  deprived  of  all  due  ac¬ 
clamation.  He  has  put  his  mechanical  ingenuity  to 
practical  use  by  devising  a  back  scratcher  found  to 
give  much  relief  to  the  natural  phenomenon  of  an  itching 
back.  Mr.  John  Roper,  prominent  in  the  business  world 
as  a  financial  expert,  advises  that  this  is  a  fit  product 
for  sound  investment.

Some  more  professional  athletes  are  Bernice  Curtis, 
a  softball  champion  and  a  lady  wrestler,  Martha  Jones. 

Familiar  names  echo  from  probing  in  the  business 
world.  Kenneth  McMeans,  after  winning  world  typing 
contests  continually  has  accepted  a  position  with  Rem¬ 
ington-Rand,  Inc.  Betty  Sue  Guyer,  Lucille  Pickens, 
Barbara  Brendle,  Juanita  Evans,  Sally  Mae  Guffey,  and 
Jessie  Lee  Welch  hold  such  position  as  bookkeepers, 
stenographers,  and  secretaries  in  well  known  business 
establishments.  Clyde  Kinsland  is  an  accountant.  Juanita 
Reece  is  private  secretary  to  Paul  Killian,  optical  dealer. 

In  the  field  of  research,  Howard  Smith  has  won  pre¬ 
eminence  by  developing  a  curious  balm  for  the  nuisance 
of  chiggers.  At  Dupont  Lonnie  Crawford  is  pioneering 
a  new  batch  of  theories  concerning  engineering. 

Another  scene  is  the  bustling  main  business  office  of 
Mr.  Dickie  Raby,  the  real  estate  executive.  Through 
the  services  of  such  efficient  secretaries  as  Peggy  Soles- 
bee,  Shirley  Cloer,  Mildred  Corbin,  and  Virginia  Frank¬ 
lin,  Mr.  Raby  has  achieved  much  success  and  exerts 
great  influence  in  certain  social  circles.  He  gets  much 
assistance  with  his  momentous  tasks  from  Laura  Lyle 
who  graduated  from  the  position  of  the  efficient  secre¬ 
tary  to  that  of  assistant  manager  long  ago. 

Before  the  camera  moves  on,  Mr.  Raby  has  a  caller 
whom  we  recognize,  in  spite  of  the  small  mustache,  as 
Mr.  Dennis  Arvey,  a  chain  hotel  owner.  Whether  the 
two  were  able  to  negotiate  a  deal  is  left  purely  to  the 
imagination,  for  the  formation  of  a  new  scene  begins. 

We  find  ourselves  in  the  street  viewing  a  green  object 
high  in  the  sky.  No,  that  isn’t  a  relic  of  prehistoric  days 
we  see.  It’s  the  space  ship  that  we’ve  been  hearing  about 
that  makes  the  daily  trip  to  the  moon.  Joe  Phillips  is  the 
pilot  and  Dixie  Nell  Myers  is  the  stewardess.  Fastness 
is  their  motto.  Crew  members  are  Grover  Shuler,  Elmon 
Vanhook,  Jim  Williamson,  and  Lee  Roy  Peek. 

It  is  posible  for  us  to  view  another  space  monster. 
This  one,  with  Bill  Morrow  at  the  controls,  is  making 
trial  excursions  to  Mars.  Jimmy  Kinsland  is  getting  the 
full  blame  for  helping  develop  such  an  atrocious  con¬ 
traption. 

The  next  scene  is  in  Madison  Square  Garden.  As  you 
hear  the  vehement  protestations  of  speaker  Grace  Brown, 
National  Party  Chairman,  you  recognize  this  is  a  po¬ 
litical  rally.  Senator  Jack  Kusterer  is  there  to  handle 
the  necessary  diplomacy.  Patty  Lou  Phillips,  with  the 
United  Nations,  is  on  hand  to  explain  foreign  policy.

Agent  Barbara  Jean  Pannell  to  be  on  the  alert  for  a 
reckless  desperado.

Anna  Laura  Shepherd,  famed  orator,  tells  of  his  deeds 
of  bravery  in  a  two-hour  speech.  The  newspaper  syn¬ 
dicate’s  top  man  Tommy  Raby  with  his  staff  of  news 
hungry  reporters  is  on  hand  to  give  the  historical  oc¬ 
casion  all  due  publicity.

The  new  automatic  television  set  turns  itself 
on  in  time  for  us  to  see  Bob  Hope’s  successor,  Emory 
Crawford,  crack  a  saying  of  the  wise  old  owl.  The  dial 
could  be  turned  to  Betty  Jean  McCall’s  gospel  quartet 
program;  but  we  prefer  to  watch  cowgirl  Geneva  Allen, 
the  idol  of  millions  of  little  girls,  in  her  smooch’ um, 
shoot’um-up  serials. 

We  are  also  able  to  share  a  bit  of  the  homey  atmos¬ 
phere  as  provided  by  the  good  ladies  who  have  kept  the 
home  fires  brightly  burning  during  all  these  years.  They 
are  Frankabelle  Gibson,  Mattie  Jo  Hurst,  Louise  Mor¬ 
gan,  and  Drucilla  Mason.
